Editorial  Reports 


General  Series: 

Presented  by  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow. 

The  prolonged  postal  strike  in  Britain  earlier  this  year  has  occasioned  a 
delay  in  the  delivery  of  Volume  XLVI,  ‘The  Journal  of  Major  John  Nor¬ 
ton,”  edited  by  Professors  C.  F.  Klinck  and  J.  J.  Talman,  which  was  to 
have  been  received  early  in  1971 .  Our  latest  advice  was  that  delivery  would 
be  made  in  May.  In  the  meantime,  the  manuscript  of  the  next  volume, 
“The  North-West  Campaign  of  1885,”  edited  by  Professors  Desmond  Mor¬ 
ton  and  Reginald  Roy,  is  progressing  towards  the  publication  stage,  with 
likely  delivery  sometime  in  early  1972. 

Prospective  future  volumes  include,  from  previous  years,  an  edition  in 
two  volumes  of  the  Minto-Laurier  Correspondence,  by  Professor  Paul 
Stevens  and  Dean  John  Saywell  of  York  University;  J.  F.  Lafitau’s  classic 
Les  Moeurs  des  Sauvages  Ameriquaines,  also  in  two  volumes,  translated 
and  edited  by  Professor  William  N.  Fenton  of  the  State  University  of  New 
York  at  Albany,  and  Dr.  Elizabeth  Moore;  the  reports  of  William  Duncan, 
C.M.S.  missionary  at  Metlakatla,  B.C.,  to  his  superiors  in  England,  edited 
by  myself;  and  the  fifth  and  final  volume  of  the  Simeon  Perkins  diary, 
edited  by  Dr.  C.  Bruce  Fergusson.  Suggestions  for  other  volumes  were 
received  and  considered,  one  of  which  was  approved  for  publication.  This 
is  a  proposal  from  Dr.  E.  A.  (Mrs.  A.  H.)  McDougall  of  Westmount,  Que¬ 
bec,  to  edit  a  selection  of  the  letters  received  by  the  Glasgow  Colonial 
Society  between  1821  and  1843  from  its  missions  in  British  North 
America. 


The  volume  on  the  North-West  campaign  marks  the  close  of  ten  years’ 
service  as  general  editor,  a  period  made  pleasant  by  the  many  friends  I 
have  met  and  been  associated  with  in  connection  with  this  work.  It  has 
become  increasingly  evident,  however,  that  the  pressures  of  other  commit¬ 
ments  are  affecting  my  ability  to  give  as  good  service  as  I  would  like,  and 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  Society  require  the  appointment  of  someone 
with  a  fresher  outlook  and  different  views  to  direct  the  publications  pro¬ 
gramme  in  the  next  period.  I  have  decided,  regretfully,  to  give  up  the 
general  editorship  at  the  earliest  convenient  time  in  terms  of  the  smooth 
functioning  of  that  programme.  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
officers  and  members  with  whom  I  have  worked,  and  my  deep  feeling  of 
appreciation  at  having  been  given  the  opportunity  to  contribute  in  a  small 
way  to  the  progress  of  such  an  illustrious  and  productive  scholarly  organi¬ 
zation. 

On  motion  by  Dr.  Zaslow,  seconded  by  Col.  Stacey,  the  General  Edi¬ 
tor’s  Report  was  adopted. 

The  President  expressed  the  regrets  of  the  council  of  Dr.  Zaslow’s  deter¬ 
mination  to  retire,  its  understanding  of  his  reasons  for  deciding  to  do  so, 
and  its  sincerest  thanks  for  his  long  and  efficient  labours  in  maintaining 
the  editorial  standards  of  the  Society’s  publications  during  his  tenure  of 
office. 

The  Chairman  introduced  to  the  meeting  the  new  Editor  of  the  Ontario 
Series,  Professor  William  Ormsby. 

Professor  Ormsby  originally  came  from  Simcoe  County  and  during  his 
career  has  been  a  Professor  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  was  then  with 
the  Public  Archives  of  Canada  and  is  now  head  of  the  Department  of 
History  at  Brock  University. 

Ontario  Series: 

Presented  by  Professor  Ormsby. 

The  ninth  volume  in  the  Ontario  Series,  The  Thunder  Bay  District, 
1821-92,  edited  by  Professor  Elizabeth  Arthur  of  Lakehead  University  is 
expected  to  be  sent  to  members  by  the  summer  of  1972.  The  University  of 
Toronto  Press  has  estimated  the  cost  of  this  volume  at  $16,321 .00  plus  an 
additional  $3,000.00  for  distribution. 

Upon  taking  over  the  editorship  of  the  Ontario  Series  from  Miss  Edith 
Firth,  I  wrote  to  the  editors  of  the  four  volumes  approved  for  future 
publications.  I  have  discovered  that  none  of  these  manuscripts  are  likely  to 
be  completed  before  1974,  or  ready  for  publication  before  1975.  Indeed 
some  of  the  editors  spoke  in  terms  of  the  late  1970’s.  Consequently  I 
recommend  for  your  approval  a  volume  (or  possibly  two  volumes)  consist¬ 
ing  of  selections  from  the  diary  of  Col.  John  Prince  to  be  edited  by  Mr.  R. 
Alan  Douglas,  Curator  of  the  Baby  House  in  Windsor.  Mr.  Douglas  is  free 


to  start  to  work  on  the  project  almost  immediately.  I  would  hope  that  he 
might  have  a  manuscript  completed  by  the  spring  of  1972  and  that  the 
volume  could  be  published  in  the  early  summer  of  1973.  There  is  a  con¬ 
siderable  degree  of  vagueness  about  some  of  the  future  volumes  which  I 
will  endeavour  to  clear  up  before  the  next  annual  report. 

The  rising  costs  of  printing  of  the  series  has  been  under  consideration  of 
a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council.  As  a  result  of  the  Committee’s 
recommendations  Council  has  decided  to  approach  the  provincial  govern¬ 
ment  with  a  request  for  additional  financial  assistance. 

On  motion  by  Professor  Ormsby,  seconded  by  Professor  Peter  Waite, 
the  Report  of  the  Ontario  Editor  was  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Professor  Ormsby,  seconded  by  Miss  Julia  Jarvis,  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Miss  Edith  Firth  for  her  long  and  successful  editorship  of  the 
Ontario  Series  was  carried  unanimously.
